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Concerning Education Week 
(San Diego Union) 

National Education Week, which will be 
observed this year in the week beginning 
November 16, seems originally to have been 
planned mainly for the benefit of American 
boys and girls—a celebration to help adults 
the benefits 
stimutate 


to aequaint Young America with 
and objéctives of education and ts 
the extension of opportunities for education. 
Tt has widened beyond that original scope. 
Adult America is beginning to see that an 
annual observance gives the grown-ups as 
much opportunity for learning as for teach- 
ing. After celebrating the week for a year 
or two, we are beginning to realize that it is 
time we ourselves learned what it means. 

Last year’s exercises were criticized for an 
alleged tendency to devote too much. time 
to flag-waving and the making of amateur 
orations on the general subject of patriotism. 
This criticism was not unreasonable; for flag- 
waving is the easiest and commonest way of 
marking, any event of the sort, and repeti- 
tion tends to rob it of all impressiveness, while 
as to patriotic oratory, there are very few 
competent practitioners. Nothing is much 
more futile and annoying than a long speech 
on patriotism by a person totally unqualified 
to make any sort of a speech on any subject. 
There is entirely too much of that, on this 
and on other occasions. 

At any rate, the observance last year was 
unsatisfactory to a great many thoughtful 
people. It caused them to stop and think, how- 
ever, and that was a great benefit. We ought 
to learn at least one thing from the experi- 
ence, and that is that the best interests of 
the children of America cannot be furthered 
without some real thought and some real 
sacrifice of time and effort on the part of 
their elders. Easy condescension has no place 
in formulating a program like that of Edu- 
cation Week. 

With the expected approval of the federal 
commissioner of education, the program this 
year will begin with a day devoted to study 
of the American traditions of freedom; and 
on successive days subjects like progress in 
the arts of peace, American civil institutions, 
political liberty and social justice will be 
studied and discussed. Every one of these 
subjects is profoundly linked with real patri- 
otism, and each has considerably. more mean- 
-ing than the usual vaguely complimentary re- 
marks on’ the greatness of America. 

Education Week certainly should give some 
emphasis to the ‘“‘why’’ and the ‘‘how’’ of 
American patriotism—should teach not~only 
that our country is great, but why it is great 
and how its ‘greatness can be maintained and 
furthered. We have national traditions which 
are in every respect worthy and inspiring ; 


and their qualities cannot be made plain to . 


Young America by any easy or slip-shod 
celebrating. There must be thought, study, 
enthusiasm and reverence behind any effort 
to give our boys and girls an understanding 
of what their forefathers labored to accom- 
plish in the building of America. 

The best critiés of American Education 
Week, when all is said and done, will be the 
youngsters in our American public schools. 
By and large, they are not easily deceived. 
If they could only be induced to comment 
frankly on this national observance, adult 
America might learn a lesson as valuable 
and as far-reaching as any that the schools 
aen teach their children.

Manual training and domes- 
tie science courses in school teach boys and 
girls to do things where formerly their fathers 
and mothers used to be studying facts out of 
books that they soon forgot. The classes of 
salesmanship and other commercial subjects, 
now being conducted -by many schools and 
business concerns teach young people -that if 
they are to expeet any success, that they 
must put brains into their daily task, think 
about it, plan out ways to improve their work. 

Even athletic sports, which maybe over- 
done by some, teach original action. The boy 
who has a position to play on a ball team, 
knows that his suecess depends on his forceful 
action. He must think for himself, and if he 


does not think quickly and act promptly he 
cannot remein on the team. 


Everything considered, it would seem as if 
this age were emphasizing initiative and ac- 
tion more than previous ones, and the ef- 
forts of the new generation trained on these 
lines should produce good results.

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The Murderous Driver 


(San Bernardino Telegram) 

Newspapers and individuals in a number of 
communities are turning the guns of criticism 
on the reckless automobile driver. In a few 
of the larger cities the police have deemed it 
necessary in the interests of publie safety to 
adopt stern methods in treating the reckless 
driver. It is not a quarrel between pedestrian 
and motorist but a movement on the part of 
careful drivers, pedestrians and authorities to 
make the streets and highways as safe as 
possible under existing tragic conditions. 

Reckless driving does not consist of exceed- 
ing a statutory speed limit. In fact, those 
charged with the enforcement of traffic rules 
separate speeders into two classes and concern 
themselves with only the one. 

Acts of reckless driving considered espe- 
cially objectionable are driving on the wrong 
side of the road at eurves and hills, fast 
driving at street and road intersections, 
crowding other cars on “any thoroughfare, 
passing standing street cars where there is no 
safety zone, excessive speed in heavy traffic, 
and passing the car ahead at points where 
the road is concealed from the driver’s view 
and where such passing is made hazardous 
by traffic congestion. 

Eliminate the careless driver and many ex: 
isting traffic laws would be unnecessary, as 
the active judgment of the majority is as good 


or better ‘than that of the lawmakers. Per- 


mit the reckless driver to continue his mur- 
derous and destructive career and there will 
be more statutes ‘and ordinances. to inconve- 
nience and annoy the cautious.

With the early fall weather 
proving a hearty appetiser, the 
men folk of the family seem to 
crave @ little more substantial diet 
than the housewives have been 
providing during the warm sum- 
mer montls, and the following 
recipes may help to solve the 
problem for many busy women. 

Pot Roast 

Put two tablespoons butter in 
pot, and when melted place three 
pounds of pot roast in, let brown 
on either side, then add two 
tablespoons of chopped onion and 
parsley, one cup cooked tomatoes, 
salt, pepper, and allspice to taste.

Meat Pie 

Take meat left from pot roast, 
make a rich gravy, and have 
meat and gravy boiling hot in 
rather deep dist. Make soft bis- 
cuit dough, cut in squares and 
place on top of meat, .

Serve with spin- 
ach and buttered beets. 


Frijoles 

Soak two cupfuls over night, in 
the morning change the water, 
and place on stove; cook until 
tender. When cooked, mash 
slightly, add one cup grated 
cheese, salt and paprika. Serve 
with fried bacon and stewed to- 
matoes. 


Corn Chowder 

One can of corn, two cups of 
potatoes cut in very small pieces, 
two cups boiling water, half cup 
of fat pork cut in cubes, two cups 
of scalded milk, six soda crackers, 
3 tablespoons butter. Parboil the 
potatoes and fry the pork, then 
add the boiling water to potatoes 
and when they are cooked add 
corn, milk and heat to boiling 
point. Add butter, and crackers, 
rolled and slightly moistened with 
milk. Stir all together, and when 
thoroughly heated serve with 
toast. } ‘2 

irish Stew 

Thres pounds loin or neck of 
mutton; five large potatoes, one 
onion, half cup pearl barley, salt, 
pepper, one pint of water. Cat 
the meat into pieces, pare and 
halve the pgiatoes, slice the on- 
ion. Put a layer of potatoes, then 
meat, then potatoes. and so on 
until the ingredients are finished. 
Pour over the water and stew 
slowly for half an hour, then add 
the. barley ‘and onion, and stew 
for an hour, or two hours in fire- 
less cooker. Serve with carrots. 


‘Stuffed Tomato Peppers 

Sweet green peppers, fresh ripe 
tomatoes, boiled rice, bread 
crumbs, butter or drippings, chop- 
ped, ,cooked meat, salt and pep 
per. Mix rice and meat in equal 
parts adding any bits of left-over 
cooked vegetables.

Educational Campaign 

The statewide 
said Johnson, will be in the 
nature of an educational pro- 
gram. To prevent the punc- 
ture vine from gaining head- 
way, he said, automobile dirv- 
ers, owners of farms, and ev- 
ery person that uses the coun- 
ty and state highways, \ must 
learn of its seriousness and 
join in a co-operative cam- 
paign to rid the state o& what 
the department of agriculture 
considers one of the most dan- 
gerous obnoxious weeds in 
California at the present time. 

A series of meetings will be 
held in various parts of the 
state, attended by horticultur- 
al commissioners, agricultur- 
ists, auto club representatives, 
and others interested, as a part 
of the statewide effort to gain 
control of the puneture vine. 
Automobiles, it is said, are the 
greatest carriers of the vine. 
Trains usually bring the seeds 
into a new locality, and the 
autos -spread it out over the | 
district. 

Gaining Headway 

According to Johnson, the 
weed is now gaining most 
headway in Southern Califor- 
nia and the San Joaquin Val- 
ley. In the Sacramento Valley 
snd along the coast, he said, 
efforts to eradicate it have 
proven successful. 

The recommended 
for eradication is known as the 
oil method, the © oil being 
spread over the weed infested 
area, burned, and then again | 
spread to prevent regermina- 
tion. It is this method that | 
Riverside County: is to adopt; 
at an eary date, with equip- 
ment in use as authorized at 
the last meeting of the Coun- 
ty Supervisors. Bottel pre- 
dicted that the equipment 
would be on hand and the 
drive on the county highways 
started within a fortnight. 

Although the puncture pest 
is known most widely for its 
damage to automobile tires, it 
is not to inner tubes alone 
that it does injury, according 
to Johnson. On a certain San 
Jacinto ranch a short itme’ 
ago, two mules died as a result 
of eating alfalfa which con- 
tained the tiny sharp nutlets of 
the puncture vine. Johnson 
said that a livestock expert in 
iKern County recently told him 
that post-mortem examinations 
cf stock which died for no 
apparent cause revealed that 
puncture vine had been re- 
sponsible. Not only do the 
pods get into the stomachs and 
inteestines of the animals, but 
often they work in under the 
tongue, preventing eating. 

_ 50 Holes in Tires 

The other day, a man had a 

tire changed in a Riverside 
service station and inspection 
of the tube showed that fifty 
holes had been made by punc- 
ture vine nutlets. The rubber 
easing was found to be filled 
with the many pointed pods. 
- Riverside city, itself, has a 
healthy growth of. puncture 
vine, it is understood. The ob- 
noxious weed thrives healthily 
on the Pacific Electric Rasway 
block between Market street 
Fairmont boulevard, Fifth and 
Sixth streets. Also, it is found 
at the fair grounds, on Brok- 
ton avenue near the Santa Ne 
teaks, and out, at the end of 
Hoover street the tough plant 
is pushing its way through ¢ce- 
ment paving. 

Bach vine is said to have 
55,000 nutlets, each of which 
breaks into five separate parts 
with two long points each, al- 
ways pointing upwards. These 
points pierce even the tough 
leather of a shoe sole.
